The Gettysburg fire company, at 
a special meeting held Thursday 
night in the engine house, voted to 
purchase short wrave radios for it* 
fire trucks, at a coat of $2,930, from 
the Link Radio corporation, New 
York city. 
The company has a 
branch laboratory in York. 
The setup decided upon by the 
firemen will include a central radio 
station, to be located either at the 
engine house or police headquarter*, 
and four units, one for each of the 
three pumper* and the service truck. 
The Link apparatus was recom­ 
mended by the special committee, 
headed by Raymond E. M eftges. 
which 
m et 
Wednesday night 
to 
study three bids from the Link cor­ 
poration. Motorola and ROA. The 
other bid* were approximately $3,200 
and $3,300, the committee said. The 
approval of the committee* recom­ 
mendation wa* unanimous. 
Open Central Station 
Borough council will be given an 
opportunity, at its regular meeting 
Monday night, to authorize the in­ 
stallation of a radio in the police 
car. Should tills be done, the com­ 
mittee said, it I* probable that the 
central station would be located at 
police headquarters. The police de­ 
partm ent 
would be req u ired to 
have an operator there whenever 
the fire truck* are called out. 
If the central station is located 
at the engine house, one m an will 
remain there as central station op­ 
erator until the return of the ap­ 
paratus, after each call to a fire. 
The fire company I* in hopes that 
the Gettysburg setup will provide 
the nucleus of what in time will 
become a county-wide radio net­ 
work connecting all volunteer fire 
companies In the county. It was 
pointed out th at Crawford county 
already is covered by such a radio 
system, 
and 
other 
counties 
are 
adopting it. 
Three-Way System 
The new radio system will be 
three-way. The central station can 
broadcast to the trucks and the lat­ 
ter will be able to talk to the central 
I station and to each other. Firemen 


j claim much confusion can be avoided 
at times In directing the apparatus 
to fires, and the radio might be in­ 
valuable rn recalling apparatus from 
one fire to answer m other alarm 
Vice President Willlsm O. Weaver, 
who presided at Thursday night’* 
meeting, declared 
that “radio is 
something th at we could get along 
without, but lf we cm give greater 
efficiency, we ought to have it.” 
Citing other improvements in the 
fire company and it* equipment. 
Weaver said that everything had 
been done for the benefit of the 
town. "The pvreha&e of the Boyd and 
later the Brockway truck were for 
that purpose," he said "Other things 
were added as they came along. The 
latest was the aerial ladder truck, 
which we acquired at a big saving. 
We haven’t used it yet, but who can 
say th at lf we save one life, tile 
$6,000 It cost has been lost?” 
Added bervie* 
Weaver said th at the fire com­ 
pany wants the people to know that 
"we are doing something for their 
benefit and if the radio setup might 
save a life or property, it would be 
worth its cost. We can’t tell when 
we are going to need It, or what It 
can do for us."

Even though Isaiah was 
a good man before this humble con­ 
fession and complete forgiveness, 
this cleansing act was necessary to 
fit him for what was to follow 
A 
thorough personal cleansing always 
should precede any great and im ­ 
portant undertaking. 
Call And Response 
Here we have audio-visual of the 
highest order, and with it came a 
call for help from the Lord him ­ 
self. The Lord in need of help? T hat 
is the way of the Kingdom of God 
He works through people, conse­ 
crated people. 
It w as true In Isaiah s time. Is 
now and will (‘ontinue to be 
So our Prophet ‘ heard the voice 
of the Lord saying, 'Whom shall 
I send:who w ill go for us?’ Pr< m pt- 
l.v came the response, "Here am I. 
send m e" Promptly too, Isaiah was 
commissioned; "Go, and tell the peo­ 
ple." It is not necessary to believe 
th a i this was the fir*) time the 
Prophet was under Divine direction. 
The preceding chapters of Isaiah 
seem to be a review of what he had 
already done. Now the Prophet wras 
called 
and 
commissioned 
for 
a 
soeciflc work, one may properly con­ 
clude. We recall how Peter, after 
much service in C hrist’s name, re­ 
ceived a new call, which required 
new consecration on a house-top at 
Joppa Paul also, after a period of 
faithful service, was called to Mace­ 
donia and responded with renewed 
devotion. 
Our Prophet’s preaching would 
"m ake the heart of this people fat 
. , . their ears heavy, and shut their 
eyes." In other words, they would 
not be turned from their way of 
living but be hardened against ail 
he said, 
M odern f ields 
Isaiah served Jehovah as prophet 
for about 50 years During that time 
he was adviser to four kings, three 
rated as "good" and one as "bnd." 
As a man and as God’s servant he 
was superior to them all.
